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Mitchell, Stans 
win freedom in

NEW YORK (AP) — A jury that 
started out “screaming and yelling 
across the table” has acquitted former 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell and one­ 
time Commerce Secretary Maurice H. 
Stans of all charges in their criminal 
conspiracy case. 
The nine men and three women came 
to unanimous agreement Sunday af­ 
ternoon after 26 hours of deliberation 
Senate receives 
bill to extend 
wage-price curbs 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Antiinflation 
legislation authorizing another year of 
life for wageprice controls is being in­ 
troduced in the Senate today over the 
opposition of big business and labor. 
A Senate vote on the bill is expected 
later in the week. The bill’s provisions 
would be retroactive to May I; current 
wageprice-control authority expires 
April 30—Tuesday night. 
Sens. Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine 
Adlai E. Stevenson III, D-Ill., and 
Jacob K. Javits, R N Y., say it was fear 
of worsening inflation that prompted 
them to offer the bill to extend wage­ 
price control authority for another 
year. 
The measure sponsored by Muskie, 
Stevenson, Javits and IO others would 
authorize the President to reimpose 
wageprice controls on any segment of 
the economy that presented a danger of 
serious inflation. 
The Senate Democratic Caucus has 
urged action to retain control authority 
but the bill still faces a stiff fight on the 
Senate floor. Even if the Senate passes 
the bill, the House would be expected to 
require at least a few weeks before 
acting. 
The Senate planned to continue 
debate today on a bill requiring states 
to reform their automobile-insurance 
systems in favor of no-fault, a plan un­ 
der which an accident victim is com­ 
pensated by his own insurance com­ 
pany regardless of who caused the 
accident. 
A final vote on no-fault is scheduled 
Wednesday. 
The House faced a vote today on a 
resolution authorizing another $979,000 
for the Judiciary Committee, about 
half of it earmarked for the in­ 
vestigation of whether President Nixon 
should be impeached. 
Also on the House agenda was a 
compromise bill establishing a Federal 
Energy Emergency Administration to 
replace the Federal Energy Office, 
which was created by presidential 
order. 
House debate is planned for Tuesday 
on a bill appropriating $2.27 billion for 
energy research, including $1.5 billion 
for Atomic Energy. 
The bill for the first time brings 
together all energy-research-and- 
development funds that in the past had 
been contained in various agency bills, 
ranging from the Interior Department 
to the Atomic Energy Commission. 
Also in the energy field, the House 
Ways and Means Committee is ex­ 
pected to finish work this week on a bill 
reforming the oil-industry tax struc­ 
ture. 
The measure would phase out 
gradually the oil depletion allowance 
and tax excess industry profits unless 
they are plowed back into exploration 
and development for more energy. 


that the former cabinet colleagues 
were innocent of conspiracy, ob­ 
struction of justice and perjury. 
Both were accused of trying to block 
a Securities and Exchange Commission 
investigation of financier Robert L. 
Vesco, in return for Vesco’s secret 
$200,000 cash contribution to President 
Nixon’s re-election campaign. 
Referring to Vesco and his aides, 
Juror Clarence Brown said after the 
verdict: 
“ They 
wanted 
to 
get 
something, but I don’t think that Stans 
and Mitchell ever fell for it.” 
The 
ju ry ’s 
forewoman, 
Sybil 
Kucharski, said, ‘‘We were off in little 
groups screaming and yelling across 
the table” when the deliberations 
began. She said the jury was split even 
on the conspiracy count, so it turned to 
the six separate perjury counts against 
Mitchell and Stans. 
“After looking through all the per­ 
jury charges, the rest was easy,” Miss 
Kucharski said. “We figured there 
couldn’t be any conspiracy if there was 
no perjury.” 
The verdict brought a smile to the 
face of the normally undemonr dative 
Mitchell. But it brought no legal sur­ 
cease. He faces trial in Washington at a 
still unset date on almost identical 
charges in connection with the cover-up 
of the Watergate break-in. 
Leon Jaworski, the W atergate 
special prosecutor, still is studying part 
of the Nixon campaign financing 
operation which Stans headed. 
“Our faith was resting with a very, 
very fine jury,” Mitchell told a news 
conference in the U.S. Courthouse. 
“They were a cross section of the 
people and they were representative of 
America. 
“If there is one place I am firmly 
convinced you can get justice, it’s from 
the American people. I have great faith 
in America and that’s why I love this 
country.” 
Stans was shedding tears of relief by 
the time the lengthy 15-count verdict 
had been read. “I’ve been reborn,” he 
told a newsman. “I was innocent all 
along, but it’s good to have it con­ 
firmed.” 
In Washington, Deputy White House 
Press Secretary Gerald Warren said of 
President Nixon: “The President was 
very pleased for the two men and for 
their families.” 
Sen. Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., chairman 
of the Senate Watergate committee, 
said he sees no connection between the 
verdict and future Watergate cases. 
“Each case stands on its own bottom,” 
he said. 
Vesco, who was indicted with Stans 
and Mitchell and lives in exile in Costa 
Rica, called the verdict the “first fair 
verdict I’ve heard in a long time.” 
The chief prosecutor, Asst. U.S. Atty. 
John R. Wing, was deeply disap­ 
pointed. Asked how he felt about the 
verdict, he replied: 
“Rotten! If we could have gotten 
Vesco back it would have been dif­ 
ferent. It was absolutely not a waste. 
When there’s evidence that people 
committed a crime, those crimes 
should 
be 
investigated 
and 
prosecuted.” 
Vesco fled the country in the midst of 
an SEC investigation of his corporate 
activities and all efforts to bring him 
back failed. 
Mitchell and Stans were charged 
with conspiring to obstruct an SEC 
fraud investigation of Vesco, who has 
corporate interests in such diverse 
locales as Hong Kong, Beirut and the 
Bahamas.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon will make a nationally televised 
and broadcast address at 9 p.m. EDT 
today to announce his response to a 
House Judiciary Committee subpoena 
and “to disclose other decisions in 
relation to the Watergate matter,” the

White House said. 
Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 
W arren, in announcing plans for 
Nixon’s prime time address to the 
I 
nation, refused to say what Nixon’s 
response would be to the committee’s 
subpoena for 42 presidential con­ 
versations. 
And Warren also refused to elaborate 
on what he meant by “other decisions” 
the President has made. 
But his wording indicated Nixon had 
settled upon a course intended to blunt 
further requests and subpoenas for 
White House tapes. 
Indications were that Nixon would 
disclose he was ready to give the 
committee, which now is considering 
impeachment resolutions, a set of 
edited transcripts of the conversations, 
rather than the tapes themselves. 
But White House officials continued 
to refuse to say precisely what would be 
given the committee, or to say whether 
Nixon would propose a method for the 
committee to verify authenticity of the 
transcripts. 
Nixon advisers, seeking ways to 
emphasize what they described as the 
massive nature of the response, were 
considering the possibility of stacking 
the transcripts on the President’s desk 
during the television address. 


The White House said Nixon reached 
his decision Sunday and was con­ 
sidering a nationwide broadcast to 
disclose it. The White House refused to 
confirm news reports that Nixon had 
decided on the broadcast.

two 
top 
Republicans said it would be in­ 
adequate for Nixon to turn over 
transcripts but not subpoenaed tape 
recordings to the House Judiciary 
Committee. That view was taken by 
former Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson 
and Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., in 
separate television interviews Sunday. 
Nixon spent much of the weekend at 
his Camp David, Md., retreat, working 
on his response. He had scheduled his 
return for today but flew back unex­ 
pectedly by helicopter Sunday night. 
Sources at the White House began 
putting out word Friday that the 
President might make a television 
address Monday night. The subject is 
certain to be the escalating demands 
for material from White House files. 
The committee has subpoenaed tapes 
of 42 presidential conversations and a 
response is due by IO a.m. EDT 
Tuesday. 
In addition, a subpoena requested by 
special Watergate prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski that demanded tapes and 
records of 64 presidential

Glenn, Metzenbaum both predict victory

The campaign staffs of John Glenn 
and U. S. Senator Howard M. Met­ 
zenbaum today played the game of 
who’s more confident of winning the 
battle for the Democratic nomination 
to the Senate in the May 7 primary. 
Both camps have begun issuing 
optimistic statem ents 
to exhort 
campaign workers in the final week 
before voters decide who will represent 
the party against the Republican 
choice in the November general elec­ 
tion. 
Glenn’s campaign manager, Stephen 
J. Kovacik, said in Columbus the mood 
among his workers was “buoyant 
optimism.” 
Metzenbaum responded that his 
prospects for capturing the party’s 
nomination looked brighter and that he 


was 
gaining 
momentum. 
The 
Cleveland businessman said his op­ 
timism was buoyed by a Cleveland 
Plain Dealer poll that showed him 
ahead of Glenn. 
Metzenbaum said the poll “confirms 
to me the sense of momentum I felt 
campaigning the last week.” He said 
the most significant aspect of the 
survey was that he led Glenn among 
blue collar workers. 
Glenn, who has claimed to hold the 
lead in the public opinion polls, 
questioned the accuracy of the sam­ 
pling. He said he wanted to see the 
sampling made by the newspaper and a 
detailed breakdown of the poll before 
commenting. 
He said a poll taken by the Jeffrey 
Hart organization in March showed 


him leading Metzenbaum. He said he 
doubted the tide had changed so 
dramatically. 
Despite the poll, Kovacik said, “All 
the signs are there for a Glenn upset.” 
But Glenn campaigner Andrew Vitali 
said, “I think our workers will work 
even a little harder now. It is possible 
some complacency has crept in.” 
Metzenbaum was appointed to the 
unexpired term of now Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe and has been en­ 
dorsed by the Ohio Democratic party 
for the full-six-year term. 
But Kovacik said, “When you have 
the governor — the titular party leader 
in this state — taking pot-shots at the 
party’s endorsed candidate, that candi­ 
date’s in trouble.” 
Gilligan last week upheld Glenn’s 


attempt to attract GOP donations 
despite criticism by Metzenbaum. 
The candidates appeared together 
Saturday night at the Ohio Associated 
Press 
Broadcasters 
Association 
meeting at Kings Island and at a joint 
interview on WLW-C-TV in Columbus 
Sunday. 
In the television interview, both 
Glenn and Metzenbaum lambasted the 
major oil companies for their role in 
the energy crisis. 
Glenn blamed the companies for 
“ unconscionable high prices” and 
berated the Nixon administration and 
the Democratic-controlled Congress 
for “letting this happen.” 
Metzenbaum said the major com­ 
panies dictated government policies 
regarding oil imports.

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) 
— The 
military government is considering 
appeals to commute the death sen­ 
tences given five leftists who could be 
executed by firing squads in the next 48 
hours. 
The Rom an Catholic bishop of 
Rancagua province addressed a plea 
for clemency to the junta president, 
Gen. Augusto Pinochet. 
Another appeal came from Joseph P. 
Morray of Corvallis, Ore., chairman of 
the Fair Trial Committee for Chilean 
Political Prisoners, based in the United 
States. He handed his petition Sunday 
to an officer in San Fernando, IOO miles 
south of Santiago, where the men were 
tried Friday. 
The officer told Morray the garrison 
commander, Col. Jose Castro, would 
decide “within several days” whether 
the sentences would be carried out. 
There is no appeal beyond the garrison 
commander. 
Castro told defense attorneys, “as a 
Roman Catholic, I have immense 
respect for human life,” and promised 
to review the death sentences “calmly 
and with much attention.” 
Latin American ambassadors at­ 
tending a recent conference of the 
Organization of American States in 
Atlanta, Ga., sent an urgent appeal 
earlier to the junta to stop executions. 
The five condemned men were found 
guilty of trying to organize armed 
guerrilla groups with the ultimate goal 
of establishing a 
Communist dic­ 
tatorship in Chile. Two are 20-year-old 
university students, two were militant 
leaders of peasant groups and the fifth 
headed the land reform program in the 
San Fernando area. 
Military courts condemned at least % 
persons to death immediately after the 
coup last September that ousted the 
late President Salvador Ailende, but 
Gen. Pinochet reportedly ordered 
executions stopped in mid-January.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A Khmer 
Rouge rebel leader who is treated with 
all the deference of a chief of state by 
Peking is emerging from the shadowy 
jungles of Cambodia. 
He is Khieu Samphan, a lean, boy­ 
faced, 44-year-old French-educated 
Marxist, once marked for execution 
because of Communist activities by 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, the deposed 
leader of Cambodia now living as an 
exile in the Peoples Republic of China. 
Samphan has an array of titles— 
member of the Politburo of the Khmer 
(Cambodian) Communist party, acting 
prime minister, defense minister and 
chief of staff of the Khmer liberation 
arm ed forces. 
He is part of a massive program 
estimated by U.S. experts to be costing 
Peking at least $500 million a year, 
furnishing 
the 
Khmer 
Rouge 
movement with arm s, supplies and a 
government complete with ministers. 
Although Samphan is war minister 
and chief of staff, he also has been 
equipped with a Chinese jet airliner 
and currently is visiting Albania, Al­ 
giers and Romania with two other high- 
level associates. 
American officials say it is possible 
that at some later date Samphan may 
be the man who will negotiate a set­ 
tlement of the Cambodian war with the 
Lon Nol government.

But Chinese Communist leaders now 
appear to be signaling to all concerned 
persons that someone besides Sihanouk 
speaks for the Communist areas of 
Cambodia. 
There was a Communist uprising in 
Battambang province of Cambodia in 
1967. After it was put down Sihanouk 
declared "I had 1,000 Khmer Rouge 
killed and never lost a night's sleep ” 
Samphan and two associates, Hu 
Nim and Hou Yuon, disappeared after 
the uprising. When they reappeared in 
the Khmer Rouge movement after 
Sihanouk was deposed, they became 
known as “the three ghosts.”

Jackson told thousands rallying to 
protest restrictive Soviet emigration 
policies toward Jews. 
Police estimated more than 100,000 
persons in the crowd of protesters 
Sunday. 
“The message is clear: Let them 
go,” Jackson said, referring to the 
barriers on Russian Jews wishing to 
emigrate to Israel.

The rally began with a march down 
Fifth Avenue, led by a float fashioned 
to look like a prison guard tower 
complete with young people dressed as 
guards and toting plastic machine 
guns. 
The rally was interrupted briefly by 
demonstrators who attempted to storm 


the speakers' platform at Dag Ham- 
marskjold Plaza, near the United 
Nations. 
Police said the demonstrators were

organization. Police turned back the 
group and arrested one person on 
charges of disorderly conduct and 
resisting arrest. 
The chief Sephardic rabbi of Israel, 
Ovadia Yossef, addressed the rally in 
Hebrew: 
“ I appeal to all people imbued with a 
sense of justice not to be silent or 
passive and to do their utmost fbT'the 
Jews of the Soviet Union and in lands 
such as Syria where they suffered.

Wave of marriage contracts 
under study by professors 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)—A Case 
Western Reserve University professor 
says today’s brides and grooms often 
don’t say “ I do” until they have said 
what “ ITI do” and “You’ll do” through 
a lawyer. 
Sometimes the couples even spell out 
timetables for who makes the bed and 
who takes out the garbage, Marvin B. 
Sussman says. 
Sussman, director of the university’s 
Institute on 
the 
Family 
and 
the 
Bureaucratic Society, has a grant to 
study the new wave in m arriage con­ 
tracts. 
He advertised for couples willing to 
submit copies of the contracts for use in 
the study. Working with him are Hugh 
A. Ross, a professor in Case Western’s 
Law School, and Betty E. Cogswell, a 
University of North Carolina professor. 
The ultradetailed pacts sometimes 
are called joke contracts because they 
virtually are unworkable, Sussman 
says. But he says others are serious in 
detailing plans for children, privacy, 
housekeeping tasks, money, sex—and 
how to end the contract if it comes to 
that. 
Some may permit infidelity, others 
may make it grounds for divorce, he 
says. Older newlyweds may set up 
protections for money and property 
from previous m arriages or specify 
how to handle inheritances relative to 
previous families. 
Under one contract he has seen, the 


professor says, each party was to bear 
separate names. It also spelled out 
whose family name was to be used by 
any children. 
There haven’t been enough of the 
contracts yet to know what provisions 
will be upheld by courts, the professor 
says, so one of the questions the study is 
to help answer is whether they are 
legal. 
Sussman says the discussion of a 
contract after m arriage could clarify 
what each partner expects and thus 
save a marriage. 
And for those only at the engagement 
level, he says, it can uncover hidden 
conflicts and prevent a m arriage that 
shouldn’t be joined. 
Indian leader

Indira Ghandi of India is in Teheran for 
a series of talks that sources say will 
concern Iran’s increase in its oil prices.

A n o ther V iew 


Thanks to the stim ulus of the fuel 
shortage it is now a widely accepted 
position that society m ust strive to 
develop clean, 
abundant energy 
sources. This is regarded by many 
as a kind of first principle. It is seen 
as a necessary step to replace the 
dwindling reserves of fossil fuels 
upon 
which 
we 
have 
m ainly 
depended over the past m any 
decades. 
The importance of this is not 
lessened 
by 
recognizing 
th a t 
abundant energy will not be a 
panacea for the w orld’s social and 
economic problems. The key lies in 
proper use of that energy for the 
benefit of mankind. 
This point has been cogently m ade 
by John P. Holdren, an assistant 
professor of energy and resources at 
the 
University 
of 
California 
in 
B erkeley. 
Speaking 
of 
those 
envisioned 
sources 
of 
clean , 


abundant energy as not an end in 
themselves but as m eans to an end, 
he asked the other day: “ If we used 
these tools to render the world into a 
global Los Angeles, would many of 
us be pleased with the result?" 
The need is for energy sources that 
will supply a m ajor portion of the 
world’s requirem ents far into the 
fu tu re. 
H oldren 
sees 
th ree 
possibilities: solar energy, nuclear 
fission and n u clear fusion. He 
considers solar energy the best of 
the three because the potential is 
alm ost u n lim ited , en v iro n m en tal 
harm could be held to a m inim um , 
and harnessing the sun is technically 
feasible. 
But like m ost others who have 
given thought to this m atter Holdren 
also thinks nuclear power will be 
needed, at very least as a sup­ 
plement and possibly as a m ajor

generation. He leans toward fusion 
as being less dangerous and en­ 
v iro n m en tally c lean er th an the 
fission p ro cess, but notes th a t 
com m ercial fusion power before the 
year 2000 is unlikely.

417 attend free cancer clinic 


An overwhelm ing turnout of 417 
Fayette County residents attended a 
free colon and rectal cancer detection 
clinic Sunday afternoon in the Medical 
Arts Building, Willard St. 
A lthough the turnout w as co n ­ 
siderably more than expected by the 
volu nteer p h ysician s and w orkers 
from the Fayette County unit of the 
American Cancer Society, the clinic 
was operated smoothly and there was 
no waiting for the patients. Twelve 
rooms in the Medical Arts building 
were used for testing. 
A staff of seven Washington C.H. 
area physicians started administering

d igital 
colon 
and 
rectal 
exam inations at 12:30 p.m . and finished 
the clinic at 5 p.m.

President Nixon’s view of the economy 
you believe this year will be “ a good 
year,” next year will be “ very good’ 
and 1976 will be “ the best... in history.’’ 
That assessment, the first since the

pivotal role of economic coordinator, 
was made last Thursday in a speech at 
Jackson, Miss. 
If you share the President’s op­ 
timism you are also in a minority as 
measured by the surveys, which have 
their limitations but which certainly 
cannot be ignored. 
The Survey Research Center’s latest 
findings come with this bleak, broad 
and very bearish commentary from its 
economists, who operate the facility as 
part of the University of Michigan’s 
Institute for Social Research: 
“ The consumer pessimism measured 
in the latest survey derives not only 
from the financial pressure consumers 
feel because of inflation, but also from 
psychological

The Uris book, despite its 426-page 
length, at least had the virtue of being 
tautly written and direct. Not so in the 
case of the first three hours of the film 
version.

It seems to take forever in telling the 
separate pretrial stories of the writer, 
portrayed by Ben Gazzara, and the 
doctor, played by Hopkins. 
Instead of setting the stage it nearly 
demolishes it, especially in chronicling 
the writer’s postwar rise from war hero 
to bestselling novelist to famous, suc­ 
cessful and disillusioned Hollywood 
scriptwriter. 
The movie’s scribe is the sort of 
soured writer who offers his mistress 
such lines as: “ Everything I write 
turns to junk. I ’m going to be the best 
junkwriter there is—and that’s awful.” 
So is tonight’s opening episode, save 
for its closing scenes. 
At issue is whether the doctor 
collaborated with Nazi physicians in 
removing healthy reproductive organs 
from thousands of Jews—without anes­ 
thetics—as part of medical “ ex­ 
periments” at the camp. 
But not all the retold horror is in 
court testimony. 
There’s one particularly gripping 
scene in which the empty, intact 
concentration camp is revisited by a 
Polish security chief, the writer and a 
key witness, a former inmate who 
served as a medical clerk and kept 
records on all “ operations” performed 
there during the war. 
A lot has been made of the fact “ QB 
V II” is one of the most costly—$2.5 
million—and longest movies ever made 
for TV. Unfortunately, tonight’s show 
may convince viewers that all this was 
wasted. 
But I hope they won’t pass up 
Tuesday’s three-hoqj closing segment. 
It’s a strong and very frightening 
reminder of what happened in those 
concentration camps and what still 
could happen anywhere. 
It’ll leave you wondering how the 
movie’s creators could make such an 
incredibly poor start and such an ab­ 
sorbing, powerful ending.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gone are 
the 
days 
when 
liquor 
used 
for 
hospitality at the governor’s mansion 
in Columbus was free samples sent by 
the companies who made them. 
Now the state will pay for it. 
"The governor has directed me to 
refuse all samples,” said Richard E. 
Guggenheim, director of the Depart­ 
ment of Liquor Control. 
The free samples, said Guggenheim, 
came 
from 
manufacturers 
who 
dropped them off by the half case. 
Usually the brands were those the com­ 
panies were trying to get listed in the 
state’s monopoly stores. 
Most of them never got listed, he 
said. 
Guggenheim said the gifts amounted 
to 15 to 18 cases a year. 
Gov. and Mrs. John J. Gilligan make 
no private use of it, and they buy 
whatever liquor is desired for family 
use, the governor’s press secretary, 
Roberl Tenenbaum, said. 
Guggenheim said he drinks little 
himself, but does like to taste and smell 
various brands to make certain only 
quality products are being offered the 
public. 
“ The practice of sending it on out to 
the mansion has been going on for a 
long 
tim e,” 
said 
the 
director. 
Guggenheim said he didn’t know when 
the practice began. 
“ If someone insists on making an 
issue out of it, it will be stopped,” he 
said. 
Roger W. Tracy Jr., a former state 
representative and a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for state 
auditor, raised the issue at a recent 
Columbus news conference. 
Tracy said the $8,289 approved and 
paid by the state auditor for supplies at 
the governor’s mansion in 1973 included 
$171.85 that went for wine, beer and 
Bloody Mary mix. 
The GOP candidate said the $171.85 
should not have been paid and he ac­ 
cused the governor of living high on the 
hog at state expense. 
Thomas Ferguson, deputy state 
auditor and a Democratic aspirant for 
the office now held by his father, 
Joseph T. Ferguson, said beer expense 
was overlooked on the voucher since it 
was listed only with the letters PBR . He 


said he later learned the letters stood 
for Pabst Blue Ribbon. 
He said he would seek to recover the 
$46 spent for beer. 
Tenebaum said Gilligan made it a 
policy when he became governor that 
no state funds would be used for buying 


alcohol at the governor’s mansion. 
The mixup over beer notwith­ 
standing, said Tenenbaum, the policy 
still stands. 
Tracy made no issue of liquor from 
manufacturers being sent to the 
mansion.

Local man eyes clay birds

If only 
ducks 
could 
understand 
humans, they would be pleased to find 
out that people like Ronald Cornwell 
were not aiming their guns at them as 
they flew overhead. While many people 
find enjoyment in tramping through 
marsh lands and waiting for the ducks 
to fly overhead, the 62-year-old Corn- 
well is setting his sights on the birds at 
the firing ranges. 
However, the birds Cornwell shoots 
at are not live; they are clay pigeons. 
On various weekends throughout the 
year, 
he 
traveles to 
trap-shooting 
contests. 
“Trap-shooting is a sport which was 
started back in the latter 1800’s,” 
Cornwell said. “It is motivated more 
toward the sport of shooting. Instead of 
shooting at live birds, we shoot at clay 
pigeons.” 
According to Cornwell, there are 
several styles of trap-shooting. In one 
type, all of the contestants shoot from 
16yards. Another type, the handicap, is 
much harder because the better 
marksmen have to 
shoot from 
a 
greater distance than the others. The 
handicap event 
usually takes place 
between 19 and 27 yards. 
“After 21 yards, they claim it costs 
you a bird a yard,” replied Cornwell on 
the handicap style. “Being 27 yard 
handicap shooter is quite an honor. I 
would not mind doing it.” 
Trap-shooting contests consist of 
shooting at a total of IOO pigeons. Each 
contestant shoots four rounds of 25 
pigeons from five different positions. 
“The third position is supposedly the 
easiest because you are looking the 
target straight on,” remarked Corn- 
well. “Usually when a person misses 
from the third position, it is because he 
is thinking it is so easy and he is not 
concentrating enough on it. In most 
competitions, quarter angle attempts

are the ones most commonly m issed.” 
“If you are going to be any good at 
trap-shooting, you must practice,” he 
continued. “I usually practice twice a 
month and it costs about $8 per round.” 
Cornwell, who has always liked guns, 
Clark 
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began trap-shooting in 1952. He said he 
only shoots about 3,000 targets per year 
compared to some people who shoot 
J8,000-20,OOO targets each year. 
“Winning the handicap division in the 
Mid-American Meet in Middletown, 
recently, 
has 
been 
my 
biggest 
achievement,” said Cornwell. “In that 
particular meet, I competed against 
over 600 participants.” 
Shooting from 21 yards an extremely 
windy conditions, Cornwell hit 94 of the 
IOO pigeons in the Mid-American Meet. 
When he competes in the Masonic Meet 
in Indianapolis this week, he will have 
to shoot from 23 yards. 
“You never know what direction the 
pigeons will be thrown up,” he replied. 
“Usually, you can count on them being 
about the same height.” 
“I love to shoot in doubles events,” 
Cornwell pointed out. “In doubles, two 
pigeons come up in a V-formation, but 
at different angles. I just started 
shooting doubles in the last three 
years.” 
“You do not have to be rich to enjoy 
trap-shooting,” Cornwell mentioned. 
“You can meet a lot of very Fine people, 
ranging from farmers to presidents of 
different corporations, at the meets. 
The idea is to have a good time and it is 
a sport for both sexes of all ages.”

A partnership will generally 
do best by choosing as trumps 
the suit where they have the 
greatest number of cards. It 
follows that they usually select 
a combined eight-card suit 
rather than a combined seven- 
card suit, or a nine-card alit 
over an eight-card suit, cr ten 
over nine, and so on. 
However, this rule has its 
exceptions. There are times 
when an eight-card suit, divided 


4-4, serves as a better trump 
holding than a nine-card suit 
This 
hand from 
the 
in­ 
ternational team trials in 1966 
provides an example. 
If the hand is played at spades 
or notrump, declarer makes 
twelve tricks, period. At one 
table North-South got to seven 
spades, automatically down 
one, and at the other six tables 
the final contract was either six 
spades or six notrump. 
At only two tables was the 
excellent contract of seven 
diamonds reached. Played in 
diamonds, the grand slam was 
foolproof. All that declarer had 
to do was ruff a club in dummy 
to produce a thirteenth trick on 
top of the twelve he had started 
with. The thirteenth trick was 
not available in any contract 
but diamonds. 
The advantage of playing the 
4-4 fit rather than the 6-3 fit is 
that declarer makes an extra 
trump trick. With diamonds as 
trump, he makes five diamonds 
and six spades, but with spades 
as trumps, he makes only four 
diamonds and six spades. The 
eight-card suit serves more 
efficiently than the nine-card 
suit. 
Note that North never did 
rebid his spades, despite a 
holding of six of them, and that 
South never supported spades 
with the A-Q-9. Both players 
realized that the 4-4 trump suit 
would produce an extra trick or 
two that could not be scored if 
spades were trumps.

When the film “Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs” first

Even at 
that time he could fall asleep at 
the drop of a hat. 
This has progressed through 
the years to the point where 
sleep dominates his whole life. I 
am fearful that he will fall 
asleep while driving the car. 
It is true that he works very 
long hours and probably has a 
right to his fatigue. My concern,' 
however, is that there may be 
some other reasons for his 
abnormal need for sleep.

The fact that sleep dominates 
your husband’s life and ob­ 
viously affects yours certainly 
deserves 
thorough 
in­ 
vestigation. 
There are a great number of 
neurological disorders and 
metabolic disturbances that can 
produce 
the 
picture 
you 
describe. 
For example, a condition 
known as “narcolepsy” is 
associated with sudden unex­ 
plained attacks of sleep. The 
exact cause of this is unknown. 
Specialists in sleep studies 
are paying a great deal of at­ 
tention to the condition you are 
concerned about. They now can 
study rapid eye movements 
(REM) to determine patterns of 


sleep and the depth of sleep. 
Excessive fatigue because of 
overwork can, indeed, be a 
contributing factor to your 
husband’s constant desire for 
sleep. A complete physical and 
neurological examination, and 
a brain wave study, may reveal 
an underlying basis for his 
condition. 
Sometimes small amounts of 
stimulating drugs are used with 
great success.

I recently saw a mail order ad 
that claimed to cure baldness 
with hormone ointment. Even 
though the cost is high I would 
try it if I thought it would help 
my baldness.

Dear Mr. V.: 
Most states by law ban the use 
of over-the-counter or direct- 
mail 
selling 
of 
hormone 
creams, ointments and lotions. 
The male sex hormone, 
testosterone, can be absorbed 
into the blood stream through 
the scalp. An unusual con­ 
centration of this hormone may 
be dangerous to some people. 
Most of the mail order ads 
that have been sent to me 
protect themselves by saying 
“hormone-like” and thereby 
avoid the legal restriction. 
The original enthusiasm of 
doctors for the treatment of 
pattern baldness with hormones 
seems 
to be diminishing 
because of their ineffectiveness.

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Mitchell, Stans 
win freedom in 
conspiracy case 


NEW YORK (AP) — A jury that 
started out “‘screaming and yelling 
across the table” has acquitted former 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell and one­ 
time Commerce Secretary Maurice H. 
Stans of all charges in their criminal 
conspiracy case. 
The nine men and three women came 
to unanimous agreement Sunday af­ 
ternoon after 26 hours of deliberation 
Senate receives 
bill to extend 
wage-price curbs 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Antiinflation 
legislation authorizing another year of 
life for wageprice controls is being in­ 
troduced in the Senate today over the 
opposition of big business and labor. 
A Senate vote on the bill is expected 
later in the week. The bill’s provisions 
would be retroactive to May I; current 
wageprice-control authority expires 
April 30—Tuesday night. 
Sens. Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine 
Adl&i E. Stevenson III, D-Ill., and 
Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., say it was fear 
of worsening inflation that prompted 
them to offer the bill to extend wage­ 
price control authority for another 
year. 
The measure sponsored by Muskie, 
Stevenson, Javits and IO others would 
authorize the President to reimpose 
wageprice controls on any segment of 
the economy that presented a danger of 
serious inflation. 
The Senate Democratic Caucus has 
urged action to retain control authority 
but the bill still faces a stiff fight on the 
Senate floor. Even if the Senate passes 
the bill, the House would be expected to 
require at least a few weeks before 
acting. 
The Senate planned to continue 
debate today on a bill requiring states 
to reform their automobile-insurance 
systems in favor of no-fault, a plan un­ 
der which an accident victim is com­ 
pensated by his own insurance com­ 
pany regardless of who caused the 
accident. 
A final vote on no-fault is scheduled 
Wednesday. 
The House faced a vote today on a 
resolution authorizing another $979,000 
for the Judiciary Committee, about 
half of it earmarked for the in­ 
vestigation of whether President Nixon 
should be impeached. 
Also on the House agenda was a 
compromise bill establishing a Federal 
Energy Emergency Administration to 
replace the Federal Energy Office, 
which was created by presidential 
order. 
House debate is planned for Tuesday 
on a bill appropriating $2.27 billion for 
energy research, including $1.5 billion 
for Atomic Energy. 
The bill for the first time brings 
together all energy-research-and- 
development funds that in the past had 
been contained in various agency bills, 
ranging from the Interior Department 
to the Atomic Energy Commission. 
Also in the energy field, the House 
Ways and Means Committee is ex­ 
pected to finish work this week on a bill 
reforming the oil-industry tax struc­ 
ture. 
The m easure would phase out 
gradually the oil depletion allowance 
and tax excess industry profits unless 
they are plowed back into exploration 
and development for more energy. 


that the former cabinet colleagues 
were innocent of conspiracy, ob­ 
struction of justice and perjury. 
Both were accused of trying to block 
a Securities and Exchange Commission 
investigation of financier Robert L. 
Vesco, in return for Vesco’s secret 
$200,000 cash contribution to President 
Nixon’s re-election campaign. 
Referring to Vesco and his aides, 
Juror Clarence Brown said after the 
verdict: 
“They 
wanted 
to 
get 
something, but I don’t think that Stans 
and Mitchell ever fell for it.” 
The 
ju ry ’s 
forewoman, 
Sybil 
Kucharski, said, “We were off in little 
groups screaming and yelling across 
the table” when the deliberations 
began. She said the jury was split even 
on the conspiracy count, so it turned to 
the six separate perjury counts against 
Mitchell and Stans. 
“After looking through all the per­ 
jury charges, the rest was easy,” Miss 
Kucharski said. “We figured there 
couldn’t be any conspiracy if there was 
no perjury.” 
The verdict brought a smile to the 
face of the normally undemonstrative 
Mitchell. But it brought no legal sur­ 
cease. He faces trial in Washington at a 
still unset date on almost identical 
charges in connection with the cover-up 
of the Watergate break-in. 
Leon Jaworski, the W atergate 
special prosecutor, still is studying part 
of the Nixon campaign financing 
operation which Stans headed. 
“Our faith was resting with a very, 
very fine jury,” Mitchell told a news 
conference in the U.S. Courthouse. 
"They were a cross section of the 
people and they were representative of 
America. 
“If there is one place I am firmly 
convinced you can get justice, ifs from 
the American people. I have great faith 
in America and that’s why I love this 
country.” - 
Stans was shedding tears of relief by 
the time the lengthy 15-count verdict 
had been read. “I’ve been reborn,” he 
told a newsman. “I was innocent all 
along, but it’s good to have it con­ 
firmed.” 
In Washington, Deputy White House 
Press Secretary Gerald Warren said of 
President Nixon: “The President was 
very pleased for the two men and for 
their families.” 
Sen. Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., chairman 
of the Senate Watergate committee, 
said he sees no connection between the 
verdict and future Watergate cases. 
“Each case stands on its own bottom,” 
he said. 
Vesco, who was indicted with Stans 
and Mitchell and lives in exile in Costa 
Rica, called the verdict the “first fair 
verdict I’ve heard in a long time.” 
The chief prosecutor, Asst. U.S. Atty. 
John R. Wing, was deeply disap­ 
pointed. Asked how he felt about the 
verdict, he replied: 
“Rotten! If we could have gotten 
Vesco back it would have been dif­ 
ferent. It was absolutely not a waste. 
When there’s evidence that people 
committed a crime, those crimes 
should 
be 
investigated 
and 
prosecuted.” 
Vesco fled the country in the midst of 
an SEC investigation of his corporate 
activities and all efforts to bring him 
back failed. 
Mitchell and Stans were charged 
with conspiring to obstruct an SEC 
fraud investigation of Vesco, who has 
corporate interests in such diverse 
locales as Hong Kong, Beirut and the 
Bahamas.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon will make a nationally televised 
and broadcast address at 9 p.m. EDT 
today to announce his response to a 
House Judiciary Committee subpoena 
and “to disclose other decisions in 
relation to the Watergate matter,” the 
White House said. 
Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren, in announcing plans for 
Nixon’s prime time address to the 
nation, refused to say what Nixon’s 
response would be to the committee’s 
subpoena for 42 presidential con­ 
versations. 
And Warren also refused to elaborate 
on what he meant by “other decisions” 
the President has made. 
But his wording indicated Nixon had 
settled upon a course intended to blunt 
further requests and subpoenas for 
White House tapes. 
Indications were that Nixon would 
disclose he was ready to give the 
committee, which now is considering 
impeachment resolutions, a set of 
edited transcripts of the conversations, 
rather than the tapes themselves. 
But White House officials continued 
to refuse to say precisely what would be 
given the committee, or to say whether 
Nixon would propose a method for the 
committee to verify authenticity of the 
transcripts.

Glenn, Metzenbaum both predict victory

The campaign staffs of John Glenn 
and U. S. Senator Howard M. Met­ 
zenbaum today played the game of 
who’s more confident of winning the 
battle for the Democratic nomination 
to the Senate in the May 7 primary. 
Both camps have begun issuing 
optim istic statem ents 
to exhort 
campaign workers in the final week 
before voters decide who will represent 
the party against the Republican 
choice in the November general elec­ 
tion. 
Glenn’s campaign manager, Stephen 
J. Kovacik, said in Columbus the mood 
among his workers was “buoyant 
optimism.” 
Metzenbaum responded that his 
prospects for capturing the party’s 
nomination looked brighter and that he 


was 
gaining 
momentum. 
The 
Cleveland businessman said his op­ 
timism was buoyed by a Cleveland 
Plain Dealer poll that showed him 
ahead of Glenn. 
Metzenbaum said the poll “confirms 
to me the sense of momentum I felt 
campaigning the last week.” He said 
the most significant aspect of the 
survey was that he led Glenn among 
blue collar workers. 
Glenn, who has claimed to hold the 
lead in the public opinion polls, 
questioned the accuracy of the sam­ 
pling. He said he wanted to see the 
sampling made by the newspaper and a 
detailed breakdown of the poll before 
commenting. 
He said a poll taken by the Jeffrey 
Hart organization in March showed 


him leading Metzenbaum. He said he 
doubted the tide had changed so 
dramatically. 
Despite the poll, Kovacik said, “All 
the signs are there for a Glenn upset.” 
But Glenn campaigner Andrew Vitali 
said, “I think our workers will work 
even a little harder now. It is possible 
some complacency has crept in.” 
Metzenbaum was appointed to the 
unexpired term of now Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe and has been en­ 
dorsed by the Ohio Democratic party 
for the full-six-year term. 
But Kovacik said, “When you have 
the governor — the titular party leader 
in this state — taking pot-shots at the 
party’s endorsed candidate, that candi­ 
date’s in trouble.” 
Gilligan last week upheld Glenn’s 


attempt to attract GOP donations 
despite criticism by Metzenbaum. 
The candidates appeared together 
Saturday night at the Ohio Associated 
Press 
Broadcasters 
Association 
meeting at Kings Island and at a joint 
interview on WLW-C-TV in Columbus 
Sunday. 
In the television interview, both 
Glenn and Metzenbaum lambasted the 
major oil companies for their role in 
the energy crisis. 
Glenn blamed the companies for 
“unconscionable high prices” and 
berated the Nixon administration and 
the Democratic-con trolled Congress 
for “letting this happen.” 
Metzenbaum said the major com­ 
panies dictated government policies 
regarding oil imports.

The direct answer is I don’t think 
that the evidence is sufficient in any 
given situation: Milk, ITT, cover-up of 
Watergate, to directly implicate the 
President. But the cumulative pattern 
of these things surrounding the 
President, in each case involving 
somebody next to him in responsibility, 
creates a really troublesome question. 
“A failure on his part now to fully 
meet the requests for tapes justifies an 
adverse inference on this very 
question.” 
Javits, on CBS’ “Face the Nation,” 
said that turning over transcripts likely 
would be viewed as inadequate. He also 
said that if the House votes an im­ 
peachment, Nixon should step down 
temporarily while he is on trial in the 
Senate.

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - The 
military government is considering 
appeals to commute the death sen­ 
tences given five leftists who could be 
executed by firing squads in the next 48 
hours. 
The Roman Catholic bishop of 
Rancagua province addressed a plea 
for clemency to the junta president, 
Gen. Augusto Pinochet. 
Another appeal came from Joseph P. 
Morray of Corvallis, Ore., chairman of 
the Fair Trial Committee for Chilean 
Political Prisoners, based in the United 
States. He handed his petition Sunday 
to an officer in San Fernando, 100 miles 
south of Santiago, where the men were 
tried Friday. 
The officer told Morray the garrison 
commander, Col. Jose Castro, would 
decide “within several days” whether 
the sentences would be carried out. 
There is no appeal beyond the garrison 
commander. 
Castro told defense attorneys, “as a 
Roman Catholic, I have immense 
respect for human life,” and promised 
to review the death sentences “calmly 
and with much attention.” 
Latin American ambassadors at­ 
tending a recent conference of the 
Organization of American States in 
Atlanta, Ga., sent an urgent appeal 
earlier to the junta to stop executions. 
The five condemned men were found 
guilty of trying to organize armed 
guerrilla groups with the ultimate goal 
of establishing a Communist dic­ 
tatorship in Chile. Two are 20-year-old 
university students, two were militant 
leaders of peasant groups and the fifth 
headed the land reform program in the 
San Fernando area. 
Military courts condemned at least % 
persons to death immediately after the 
coup last September that ousted the 
late President Salvador Allende, but 
Gen. Pinochet reportedly ordered 
executions stopped in mid-January. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A Khmer 
Rouge rebel leader who is treated with 
all the deference of a chief of state by 
Peking is emerging from the shadowy 
jungles of Cambodia. 
He is Khieu Samphan, a lean, boy­ 
faced, 44-year-old French-educated 
Marxist, once marked for execution 
because of Communist activities by 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, the deposed 
leader of Cambodia now living as an 
exile in the Peoples Republic of China. 
Samphan has an array of titles— 
member of the Politburo of the Khmer 
(Cambodian) Communist party, acting 
prime minister, defense minister and 
chief of staff of the Khmer liberation 
armed forces. 
He is part of a massive program 
estimated by U.S. experts to be costing 
Peking at least $500 million a year, 
furnishing 
the 
Khmer 
Rouge 
movement with arms, supplies and a 
government complete with ministers. 
Although Samphan is war minister 
and chief of staff, he also has been 
equipped with a Chinese jet airliner 
and currently is visiting Albania, Al­ 
giers and Romania with two other high- 
level associates. 
American officials say it is possible 
that at some later date Samphan may 
be the man who will negotiate a set­ 
tlement of the Cambodian war with the 
Lon Nol government. 
Ohio state patrolman 
succumbs in hospital 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 33-year- 
old Ohio highway patrolman died 
Sunday in a Minneapolis, Minn, 
hospital after a long illness, Col. Robert 
M. Chiaramonte, patrol superintendent 
announced. 
Chiaramonte said the patrolman was 
Denis C. 0 ’Farrell of Lisbon. He joined 
the patrol 10 years ago. 


But Chinese Communist leaders now 
appear to be signaling to all concerned 
persons that someone besides Sihanouk 
speaks fo^ the Communist areas of 
Cambodia. 
There was a Communist uprising in 
Battambang province of Cambodia in 
1967. After it was put down Sihanouk 
declared “ I had 1,000 Khmer Rouge 
killed and never lost a night’s sleep.” 
Samphan and two associates, Hu 
Nim and Hou Yuon, disappeared after 
the uprising. When they reappeared in 
the Khmer Rouge movement after 
Sihanouk was deposed, they became 
known as “ the three ghosts.’ 


100,000 attend Jewish rally; 
hear Jackson attack Soviets 


NEW YORK (AP) — “The Kremlin 
can hear us now. The conscience of the 
free world is aroused,” Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson told thousands rallying to 
protest restrictive Soviet emigration 
policies toward Jews. 
Police estimated more than 100,000 
persons in the crowd of protesters 
Sunday. 
“The message is clear: Let them 
go,” Jackson said, referring to the 
barriers on Russian Jews wishing to 
emigrate to Israel.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)—A Case 
Western Reserve University professor 
says today’s brides and grooms often 
don’t say “ I do” until they have said 
what “ I’ll do” and “You’ll do” through 
a lawyer. 
Sometimes the couples even spell out 
timetables for who makes the bed and 
who takes out the garbage, Marvin B. 
Sussman says. 
Sussman, director of the university’# 
Institute on the Family and the 
Bureaucratic Society, has a grant to 
study the new wave in marriage con­ 
tracts. 
He advertised for couples willing to 
submit copies of the contracts for use in 
the study. Working with him are Hugh 
A. Ross, a professor in Case Western’s 
Law School, and Betty E. Cogswell, a 
University of North Carolina professor. 
The ultradetailed pacts sometimes 
are called joke contracts because they 
virtually are unworkable, Sussman 
says. But he says others are serious in 
detailing plans for children, privacy, 
housekeeping tasks, money, sex—and 
how to end the contract if it comes to 
that. 
Some may permit infidelity, others 
may make it grounds for divorce, he 
says. Older newlyweds may set up 
protections for money and property 
from previous marriages or specify 
how to handle inheritances relative to 
previous families.

Abundant energy—and its use 


A n o t h e r V i e w 


Thanks to the stimulus pf the fuel 
shortage it is now a widely accepted 
position that society must strive to 
develop clean, abundant energy 
sources. This is regarded by many 
as a kind of first principle. It is seen 
as a necessary step to replace the 
dwindling reserves of fossil fuels 
upon which we have mainly 
depended over the past many 
decades. 
The importance of this is not 
lessened by recognizing 
that 
abundant energy will not be a 
panacea for the world’s social and 
economic problems. The key lies in 
proper use of that energy for the 
benefit of mankind. 
This point has been cogently made 
by John P. Holdren, an assistant 
professor of energy and resources at 
the University of California in 
Berkeley. 
Speaking 
of 
those 
envisioned sources 
of clean, 


abundant energy as not an end in 
themselves but as means to an end, 
he asked the other day: “If we used 
these tools to render the world into a 
global Los Angeles, would many of 
us be pleased with the result?” 
The need is for energy sources that 
will supply a major portion of the 
world’s requirements far into the 
future. 
Holdren 
sees 
three 
possibilities: solar energy, nuclear 
fission and nuclear fusion. He 
considers solar energy the best of 
the three because the potential is 
almost unlimited, environmental 
harm could be held to a minimum, 
and harnessing the sun is technically 
feasible. 
But like most others who have 
given thought to this matter Holdren 
also thinks nuclear power will be 
needed, at very least as a sup­ 
plement and possibly as a major 
source 
of 
electrical 
power 


generation. He leans toward fusion 
as being less dangerous and en­ 
vironmentally cleaner than the 
fission process, but notes that 
commercial fusion power before the 
year 2000 is unlikely. 
These three promising energy 
sources are mentioned as a 
reminder that means of obtaining 
cheap, clean, abundant energy to 
replace that from traditional 
sources are within our grasp. The 
matter of how this energy is to be 
used remains. 
A University of California news 
release on Prof. Holdren’s views 
summed up thus: ‘‘The primary 
question, he believes, is not whether 
we can achieve abundant energy, 
but what sort of society will 
we 
create with it.”

Boy, what a difference a couple of 
generations make when it comes to 
rewriting — and continuing to distort — 
our history. 
Back in the early years of the cen­ 
tury, no self-respecting muckraking 
newspaper or magazine had a good 
word to say about the electric trolley 
systems of the country, or the steam 
railroads. The trolleys had been 
sneaked over on municipalities at 
great cost by traction ring magnates 
such as Charles T. Yerkes of Chicago 
who had bribed legislators in order to 
get franchises and then unloaded their 
decrepit rolling stock for highly in­ 
flated sums. (A ‘‘conspiracy” to 
replace the horse?) 
The ‘‘traction ring” was no better 
than the ‘‘railroad octopus,” against 
which 
Sen. 
Hiram 
Johnson 
of 
California ran every six years for of­ 
fice. This was “liberal” history as it 
used to be written. 
Of course, the electric trolley and the 
steam railroad did serve the general 
public, the liberal historians not­ 
withstanding. But when the downtown 
areas began to get crowded back in the 
‘20s, trolleys and the steam railroad 
became uneconomical. The trolley 
couldn’t reach out into all the suburbs; 
the steam railroad couldn’t come into 
big cities through underground tunnels 
without choking the passengers with 
flagrantly non-ecological smoke. 
With the trolley lines falling into 
bankruptcy, something had to be done. 
Detroit had an answer: the Ford Model 
T and Model A, and Bill Knudsen’s 
Chevrolet were there to take the people 
home to the expanding suburbs or to 
meet the new electrified commuter 
trains.

417 attend free cancer clinic 


An overwhelming turnout of 417 
Fayette County residents attended a 
free colon and rectal cancer detection 
clinic Sunday afternoon in the Medical 
Arts Building, Willard St. 
Although the turnout was con­ 
siderably more than expected by the 
volunteer physicians and workers 
from the Fayette County unit of the 
American Cancer Society, the clinic 
was operated smoothly and there was 
no waiting for the patients. Twelve 
rooms in the Medical Arts building 
were used for testing. 
A staff of seven Washington C.H. 
area physicians started administering 
the 
digital 
colon 
and 
rectal 
examinations at 12:30 p.m. and finished 
the clinic at 5 p.m. 


THE TESTS were administered in 
the colon and rectal area, which is the 
single most common site for cancer 
except for the skin. It can sometimes 
develop to advanced stages without 
producing any pain or readily visible 
symptoms. 
The results of the test conducted 
Sunday afternoon for the 417 patients 
will be compared with those from three 
samples taken by each adult at home 
over a three-day period following the 
clinic test. 
Each clinic visitor received one kit 
with which to take samples at home. 
Complete instructions were provided 
with the kits. 
Following the home tests, the slides 
will be returned and later be processed 
at the Fayette Memorial Hospital 
laboratory.

NEW YORK (AP) — If you share 
President Nixon’s view of the economy 
you believe this year will be “a good 
year,” next year will be “very good” 
and 1976 will be “the best... in history.” 
That assessment, the first since the 
President assumed the additional, 
pivotal role of economic coordinator, 
was made last Thursday in a speech at 
Jackson, Miss. 
If you share the President’s op­ 
timism you are also in a minority as 
measured by the surveys, which have 
their limitations but which certainly 
cannot be ignored. 
The Survey Research Center’s latest 
findings come with this bleak, broad 
and very bearish commentary from its 
economists, who operate the facility as 
part of the University of Michigan’s 
Institute for Social Research: 
“The consumer pessimism measured 
in the latest survey derives not only 
from the financfal pressure consumers 
feel because of inflation, but also from 
psychological stress of uncertainty 
about the future brought about by 
adverse news concerning inflation, 


shortages, unemployment, and what 
many people view as failure of the 
government 
and 
its 
economic 
policies.” 
An important reason why consumer 
pessimism increased so rapidly, the 
economists said, was “the pervasive 
and growing lack of faith people have in 
their government.” 
In the strictly economic area, a good 
many prominent economists, bankers, 
union officials and businessmen have 
declared themselves uncertain of the 
future. They know the nation still has 
stamina and know-how and that it 
continues to fight for economic goals, 
but they aren’t certain they can be 
reached. 
Arthur Burns, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, has recently 
been emphasizing his fears rather than 
his hopes, maintaining that inflation 
threatens to undermine the economy if 
it isn’t contained. 
One of the biggest setbacks to the 
battle of prices was being announced 
by the Labor Department almost as the 
President spoke. Worker productivity, 
it said, took a nosedive in the first 
quarter of 1974. 


Output per manhour of work—a more 
descriptive way of saying produc­ 
tivity—fell by 5.5 per cent, boosting 
employers’ unit labor costs by 11.3 per 
cent and putting further pressure on 
prices. 
There is probably not an economist 
alive who would argue that increased 
productivity isn’t the basic, long-term 
solution to rising prices. But if it costs 
more and more to produce an item, it 
can t be sold for less, or even for the 
same price

However, don’t miss the second in­ 
stallment Tuesday night. It’s vastly 
superior, with particularly brilliant 
performances by England’s Anthony 
Quay Ie and Anthony Hopkins. 
“QB VII,” a nickname for an English 
court, is about a libel suit that actually 
was brought against Uris in 1964. 
The 
man filing 
the suit 
is a 
distinguished Polish^born doctor ac­ 
cused in a book by a Jewish-American 
author of performing criminally ex­ 
perimental operations on fellow in­ 
mates at a Nazi concentration camp in 
Poland during World War II. 
The Uris book, despite its 426-page 
length, at least had the virtue of being 
tautly written and direct. Not so in the 
case of the first three hours of the film 
version.

It seems to take forever in telling the 
separate pretrial stories of the writer, 
portrayed by Ben Gazzara, and the 
doctor, played by Hopkins. 
Instead of setting the stage it nearly 
demolishes it, especially in chronicling 
the writer’s postwar rise from war hero 
to bestselling novelist to famous, suc­ 
cessful and disillusioned Hollywood 
scriptwriter. 
The movie’s scribe is the sort of 
soured writer who offers his mistress 
such lines as: “Everything I write 
turns to junk. I’m going to be the best 
junkwriter there is—and that’s awful.” 
So is tonight’s opening episode, save 
for its closing scenes. 
At issue is whether the doctor 
collaborated with Nazi physicians in 
removing healthy reproductive organs 
from thousands of Jews—without anes­ 
thetics—as part of medical “ex­ 
periments” at the camp. 
But not all the retold horror is in 
court testimony. 
There’s one particularly gripping 
scene in which the empty, intact 
concentration camp is revisited by a 
Polish security chief, the writer and a 
key witness, a former inmate who 
served as a medical clerk and kept 
records on all “operations” performed 
there during the war. 
A lot has been made of the fact “Qfc 
VII” is one of the most costly—$2.5 
million—and longest movies ever made 
for TV. Unfortunately, tonight’s show 
may convince viewers that all this was 
wasted. 
But I hope they won’t pass up 
Tuesday’s three-hotjj closing segment. 
It’s a strong and very frightening 
reminder of what happened in those 
concentration camps and what still 
could happen anywhere. 
It’ll leave you wondering how the 
movie’s creators could make such an 
incredibly poor start and such an ab­ 
sorbing, powerful ending.

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Ohio Perspective 
Gilligan liquor bill still simmers

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gone are 
the 
days 
when 
liquor 
used 
for 
hospitality at the governor’s mansion 
in Columbus was free samples sent by 
the companies who made them. 
Now the state will pay for it. 
“The governor has directed me to 
refuse all samples,” said Richard E. 
Guggenheim, director of the Depart­ 
ment of Liquor Control. 
The free samples, said Guggenheim, 
came 
from 
manufacturers 
who 
dropped them off by the half case. 
Usually the brands were those the com­ 
panies were trying to get listed in the 
state’s monopoly stores. 
Most of them never got listed, he 
said. 
Guggenheim said the gifts amounted 
to 15 to 18 cases a year. 
Gov. and Mrs. John J. Gilligan make 
no private use of it, and they buy 
whatever liquor is desired for family 
use, the governor’s press secretary, 
Robert Tenenbaum, said. 
Guggenheim said he drinks little 
himself, but does like to taste and smell 
various brands to make certain only 
quality products are being offered the 
public. 
“The practice of sending it on out to 
the mansion has been going on for a 
long 
time,” 
said 
the 
director. 
Guggenheim said he didn’t know when 
the practice began. 
“If someone insists on making an 
issue out of it, it will be stopped,” he 
said. 
Roger W. Tracy Jr., a former state 
representative and a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for state 
auditor, raised the issue at a recent 
Columbus news conference. 
Tracy said the $8,289 approved and 
paid by the state auditor for supplies at 
the governor’s mansion in 1973 included 
$171.85 that went for wine, beer and 
Bloody Mary mix. 
The GOP candidate said the $171.85 
should not have been paid and he ac­ 
cused the governor of living high on the 
hog at state expense. 
Thomas Ferguson, deputy state 
auditor and a Democratic aspirant for 
the office now held by his father, 
Joseph T. Ferguson, said beer expense 
was overlooked on the voucher since it 
was listed only with the letters PBR. He 


said he later learned the letters stood 
for Pabst Blue Ribbon. 
He said he would seek to recover the 
$46 spent for beer. 
Tenebaum said Gilligan made it a 
policy when he became governor that 
no state funds would be used for buying 


alcohol at the governor’s mansion. 
The mixup over beer notwith­ 
standing, said Tenenbaum, the policy 
still stands. 
Tracy made no issue of liquor from 
manufacturers being sent to the 
mansion.

Local man eyes clay birds

If only ducks could understand 
humans, they would be pleased to find 
out that people like Ronald Cornwell 
were not aiming their guns at them as 
they flew overhead. While many people 
find enjoyment in tramping through 
marsh lands and waiting for thd ducks 
to fly overhead, the 62-year-old Corn- 
well is setting his sights on the birds at 
the firing ranges. 
However, the birds Cornwell shoots 
at are not live; they are clay pigeons. 
On various weekends throughout the 
year, he traveles to trap-shooting 
contests. 
“Trap-shooting is a sport which was 
started back in the latter 1800’s,” 
Cornwell said. “It is motivated more 
toward the sport of shooting. Instead of 
shooting at live birds, we shoot at clay 
pigeons.’” 
According to Cornwell, there are 
several styles of trap-shooting. In one 
type, all of the contestants shoot from 
16 yards. Another type, the handicap, is 
much harder because the better 
marksmen have to shoot from a 
greater distance than the others. The 
handicap event 
usually takes place 
between 19 and 27 yards. 
“After 21 yards, they claim it costs 
you a bird a yard,” replied Cornwell on 
the handicap style. “Being 27 yard 
handicap shooter is quite an honor. I 
would not mind doing it.” 
Trap-shooting contests consist of 
shooting at a total of IOO pigeons. Each 
contestant shoots four rounds of 25 
pigeons from five different positions. 
“The third position is supposedly the 
easiest because you are looking the 
target straight on,” remarked Corn- 
well. “Usually when a person misses 
from the third position, it is because he 
is thinking it is so easy and he is not 
concentrating enough on it. In most 
competitions, quarter angle attempts

are the ones most commonly missed.” 
“If you are going to be any good at 
trap-shooting, you must practice,” he 
continued. “I usually practice twice a 
month and it costs about $8 per round.” 
Cornwell, who has always liked guns, 


began trap-shooting in 1952. He said he 
only shoots about 3,000 targets per year 
compared to some people who shoot 
J8,000-20,OOO targets each year. 
“Winning the handicap division in the 
Mid-American Meet in Middletown, 
recently, has been my biggest 
achievement,” said Cornwell. “In that 
particular meet, I competed against 
over 600 participants.” 
Shooting from 21 yards un extremely 
windy conditions, Cornwell hit 94 of the 
IOO pigeons in the Mid-American Meet. 
When he competes in the Masonic Meet 
in Indianapolis this week, he will have 
to shoot from 23 yards. 
“You never know what direction the 
pigeons will be thrown up,” he replied. 
“Usually, you can count on them being 
about the same height.” 
“I love to shoot in doubles events,” 
Cornwell pointed out. “In doubles, two 
pigeons come up in a V-formation, but 
at different angles. I just started 
shooting doubles in the last three 
years.” 
“You do not have to be rich to enjoy 
trap-shooting,” Cornwell mentioned. 
“You can meet a lot of very fine people, 
ranging from farmers to presidents of 
different corporations, at the meets. 
The idea is to have a good time and it is 
a sport for both sexes of all ages.” 


Miller, the U.S. Open champion and 
the sensation of the tour this season, 
was the only man in the elite field of 25 
tournament winners who broke par in 
the windy, pressure-packed final 
round. He had a 69 and a 280 total. 
Alfin and Mahaffey, now a runner-up 
three times this season, each had a 
share of the top spot until they bogeyed 
the 72na hole.

A partnership will generally 
do best by choosing as trumps 
the suit where they have the 
greatest number of cards. It 
follows that they usually select 
a combined eight-card suit 
rather than a combined seven- 
card suit, or a nine-card suit 
over an eight-card suit, or ten 
over nine, and so on. 
However, this rule has its 
exceptions. There are times 
when an eightrcard suit, divided 


4-4, serves as a better trump 
holding than a nine-card suit 
This hand from the in­ 
ternational team trials in 1966 
provides an example. 
If the hand is played at spades 
or notrump, declarer makes 
twelve tricks, period. At one 
table North-South got to seven 
spades, automatically down 
one, and at the other six tables 
the final contract was either six 
spades or six notrump. 
At only two tables was the 
excellent contract of seven 
diamonds reached. Played in 
diamonds, the grand slam was 
foolproof. All that declarer had 
to do was ruff a club in dummy 
to produce a thirteenth trick on 
top of the twelve he had started 
with. The thirteenth trick was 
not available in any contract 
but diamonds. 
The advantage of playing the 
4-4 fit rather than the 6-3 fit is 
that declarer makes an extra 
trump trick. With diamonds as 
trump, he makes five diamonds 
and six spades, but with spades 
as trumps, he makes only four 
diamonds and six spades. The 
eight-card suit serves more 
efficiently than the nine-card 
suit. 
Note that North never did 
rebid his spades, despite a 
holding of six of them, and that 
South never supported spades 
with the A-Q-9. Both players 
realized that the 4-4 trump suit 
would produce an extra trick or 
two that could not be scored if 
spades were trumps.

There are a great number of 
neurological disorders and 
metabolic disturbances that can

For example, a condition 
known as “narcolepsy” is 
associated with sudden unex­ 
plained attacks of sleep. The 
exact cause bf this is unknown. 
Specialists in sleep studies 
are paying a great deal of at­ 
tention to the condition you are 
concerned about. They now can 
study rapid eye movements 
(REM) to determine patterns of

sleep and the depth of sleep. 
Excessive fatigue because of 
overwork can, indeed, be a 
contributing factor to your 
husband’s constant desire for 
sleep. A complete physical and 
neurological examination, and 
a brain wave study, may reveal 
an underlying basis for his 
condition. 
Sometimes small amounts of 
stimulating drugs are used with 
great success.

Dear Mr. V.: 
Most states by law ban the use 
of over-the-counter or direct- 
mail selling of hormone 
creams, ointments and lotions. 
The male sex hormone, 
testosterone, can be absorbed 
into the blood stream through 
the scalp. An unusual con­ 
centration of this hormone may. 
be dangerous to some people. 
Most of the mail order ads 
that have been sent to me 
protect themselves by saying 
“hormone-like” and thereby 
avoid the legal restriction. 
The original enthusiasm of 
doctors for the treatment of 
pattern baldness with hormones 
seems to be diminishing 
because of their ineffectiveness.
